Robins Do Not Herald 


Coming of 
Spring 


"The sight of a robin does not mean 


that spring lias coine." declares Ki-jnis 
Smith, professor In the department ok 
zoology at U.e University of Illinois. 


"As a matter of fact, here in Cen« 


tral Illinois we have robins wnicli 
stay with us all winter, getting their 
food from berries. The majority of 
our robins -winter in the southern part 
of Ihe state, flyinc north with the 
stimulation of a warm wind. Seeing 
a flock o£ robins shows that Hiiro 
has been a migration, but it does not 
lndicate_an early or late spring: be- 
cause the robin has no way of-Idling 
the present or future weather condi- 
tions. The presence 
of migratory 


birds from farther south, as the Gult 
states, indicates Mvcatlier condition:)' 
there, but not here. If there is a snow 
storm after tlie robin's arrival, n« 
will freeze and starve for he ha* not 
wit enough to fly south ajrain."

This Is 
not hoarding: In the government sense 
of the word, if there is only a reason- 
able number of each product.

MUSSEL SHELL 


SUPPLY SHORT 


Vincennes, Ind., Jlay 17—The sup- 


ply of muasel shells from which pearl 
buttona are made, rapidly Is becom- 
ing scarce In the part of the Wab- 
ash river In this vicinity. Incidently 
fewer and fewer pearls and slugs are 
being: found In the shells. 


Only a few jears ago the price for 


select shells was ?5 a ton, and the 
digger prospered. Now the price is 
540 a ton, and shells known as "wash- 
boards" formerly discarded, are in- 
cluded. A digger at present can only 
find about 100 pounds a day. 


Mussels now obtained are young 


and have not had sufficient time to 
develop slugs and pearls, the diggers 
assert. The highly colored "wash- 
board shells are cut into buttons, 
and no matter how thin a piece of 
shell happens to be, some 
use 
is 


found for It. 


Kegardless of the scarcity of shells, 


indications are that thsre will be 
the usual number of diggers at work 
the coming summer. 
Most of them 


have hunted pearls for years Vin- 
cennes broke Into the limelight as a 
place where pearls might be found 
se'v eral years ago. 
One pearl from 


the "VTabash was sold by the digger 
for Jl.TOO and another 
for 
SI,300. 


VThen placed on the market lateu by 
the purchasers it is said the pearls 
brought several 
thousand 
dollars 


Willie the pearls are becoming scarce 
in proportion to the diminishing sup- 
ply of mussels occasionally a pood 
one is found. One weighing 33 grains 
was foxind recently.

EXPLAIN PROCESS 


OF TRANSPLANTING 


Urbana, 111—Transplanting or the 


process of setting plants 
in 
their 


permanent location is a delicate pro- 
cess, according to officials of the Illi- 
nois Experiment Station M the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 
The soil in the 


beds should be ,left 
fairly 
dry 
for 


three or four days preceding trans 
planting. 
A few hours before taking- 


the plants up, they should be watered 
heavily in order to fill Hie tissues 
with watgr. 
The plants should be 


'removed with as much soil clinging 
to the roq.ts as possible. 
They should 


be protected from the sun while out 
of the ground, and care should be 
taken to get no mud on tho leaves, 


The best time to transplant is on 


a cloudv day or in the evening, and 
before or after a rain. The secrets of 
success In transplanting are well- 
hardened plants, fine, moist soil and 
thorough compacting so as to exclude 
air from the roots. ^When the soil Is 
dry, cover the roots with fine earth 
and add sufficient water to moisten 
the soil thoroughly. 


The depth to transplant varies with 


different vegetables. Cabbage, cauli- 
flower, onions, egg-plant anl peppers 
should be placed about to the lower 
leaves. 
Tpmatoes and sweet 
pota< 


toes are planted considerably deeper.
